1. Any bid which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by the auc- 
tioneer, if, in his judgment, such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


2. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arise between two or more 
bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for re-sale the lot so in dispute. 


3. Payment shall be made of all or such part of the purchase money as may be required, 
and the names and addresses of the purchasers shall be given immediately on the sale of every 
lot, in default of which the lot so purchased shall be immediately put up again and re-sold. 

Payment of that part of the purchase money not made at the time of sale, shall be made 
within ten days thereafter, in default of which the undersigned may either continue to hold 
the lots at the risk of the purchaser and take such action as may be necessary for the enforce- 
ment of the sale, or may at public or private sale, and without other than this notice, re-sell 
the lots for the benefit of such purchaser, and the deficiency (if any) arising from such re-sale, 
shall be a charge against such purchaser. 


4. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon payment of the total amount due for 
all purchases at the sale.

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American Art Galleries, or other place 
of sale, as the case may be, and only on presenting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, of any purchase during the 
session of the sale at which it was sold. 


5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in which the Association is in 
no wise engaged, and will not be performed by the Association for purchasers. The Associa- 
tion will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing at current and reasonable 
rates carriers and packers; doing so, however, without any assumption of responsibility on 
its part for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 


6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the purchaser. Title passes upon the 
fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution 
in caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself responsible if such purchase 
be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed within ten daysyfrom the 
date of the sale thereof. 


7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Association of the correctness of the 
description, genuineness or authenticity of any lot, and no sale will be set aside on account 
of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not noted. Every lot is on 
public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, after which it is sold “as is” and without 
recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot correctly, and will give con- 
sideration to the opinion of any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incor- 
rectly catalogued, and, in its judgment, may either sell the lot as catalogued or make mention 
of the opinion of such expert who thereby would become responsible for such damage as might 
result were his opinion without proper foundation.

/2 — _ According to the Editor’s Preface, the MSS. of the story was given to him “by Mr. 
2 Cleveland, the author’s son, a person advanced in years, who spent the greater part 
of his life in foreign countries and lives in King Street, Westminster” (p.X). How 
far this statement can be taken literally it is inadvisible to say. There is no record 
of Cromwell ever having had a natural son named Cleveland. The Abbé Prevost 
was in England in 1728-1729 and again in 1733, and that he knew the language may 
be gathered from the fact that he translated the three romances of Samuel Richardson 
and works of other English authors. The first two volumes of the “Adventures of 
Mr. Cleveland” first appeared in Paris in 1731. The American position of the story 
occupies the greater part of Volume 3. _Mr. Cleveland and his friends landed at 
Chesapeek [Chesapeake] Bay and passed thence to Jamestown and to Pawhatan. 
Their life among the Abaquis Indians is told at great length and with a curiously 
circumstantial wealth of detail. The 5th volume contains, mixed up with the story, 
a good deal of out of the way information of the Cromwell and Charles II. period.

Mark Twain and Mr. Laird, editor of the Virginia ‘Union’, 
got into a newspaper quarrel and a duel was appointed . . . an accident caused 
Mr. Laird to withdraw and apologize. . .

In 1860 he entered the lecture field and traversed 
the eastern and western states. . . In the beginning of February, 1870, he was 
married to Miss Olivia L. Langdon. . . In October he removed to Hartford, Conn. 

In 1872, Susan Olivia Clemens was born. . . In 1886-89 Mark Twain 
spent a large sum of money on a type-setting machine which was a failure. . present 
in the Austrian Reichsrath on the memorable occasion when the House was invaded by 
sixty policemen and sixteen refractory members dragged roughly out.

Like most reputable writers of the 
time, Dickens was strongly in favor of the passage of an International Copyright 
Law, and had voiced his opinions in positive words during his visit here, which 
probably accounted in a great measure for the bitter attacks made upon him by 
many American newspapers. The Address above, which was signed by Edward 
Lytton Bulwer, Thomas Campbell, Alfred Tennyson, T. N. Talfourd, Thomas 
Hood, Leigh Hunt, Henry Hallam, Sydney Smith, H. H. Milman, Samuel Rogers, 
John Foster, and Barry Cornwall, and the letter by Carlyle, were both written in 
protest to the prevailing practice of pirating editions, and were copied by Dickens 
to be sent out for publication in this country. 

Attached to the same sheet as the Dickens Manuscript, is an A. L. S., 5pp. 4to, 
from George W. Putnam, the publisher, who was Dickens’ Secretary at the time the 
Manuscript was written, relating the history of the writing of the Manuscript, and 
vouching for its authenticity.

John T.-Stuart, whose last name appears with Lincoln’s as part of the firm’s 
signature, was Lincoln’s first law partner. After Lincoln's election to the Illinois 
legislature in 1840, he did not return to New Salem, but, having by this time attained 
some proficiency in the law, he removed to Springfield, where he went into partner- 
ship with John T. Stuart, whose acquaintance he had begun in the Black Hawk war 
and continued at Vandalia. It will thus be seen that the present is one of Lincoln’s 
earliest legal documents under the firm-name of “Stuart and Lincoln.”

Miss Patterson’s reply of September 22, still left her identity in the dark, in 
consequence of which Porter penned the above letter, in which he gives an account 
of himself and his personal appearance, and appoints a place of meeting. To this 
letter Miss Patterson never replied, and it was not till two years later that Porter 
became acquainted with the name of his unknown correspondent. 

The entire correspondence relating to this charming Bohemian episode is revealed 
by Miss Patterson in her article appearing in “Everybody's Magazine” of February, 
1914, a copy of which number accompanies the present letter.

In this letter, written in the summer of 1907, “O. Henry” humorously reveals his 
chronic need of money and also the fact that it was hardly ever possible for editors 
to get stories from him except by paying for them, at least partly, in advance. At 
this time he was receiving $200 to $300 each for his stories, and it was possible for 
the magazine “The Broadway,” to the editor of which he is writing, to obtain this 
story (“Thimble-Thimble”) by paying in advance the $100 requested. In so far as 
his rate was rapidly advancing (he was presently to receive $500 to $750 each for his 
stories) he wittily refers to the $200 price as being “at summer rates.” 

The magazine, in publishing “Thimble-Thimble” as a puzzle story, offered cash 
prizes for the best letters, written in, accurately stating which one of the twins (the 
central characters) “got the watch” from the old negro. “O. Henry” was the judge in 
the contest and conscientiously read hundreds of the letters before making his awards.

Asheville until some weeks later. If he realized that the shadow of death was 
hanging over him at this time, he gives no intimation of it here. This, however, is 
characteristic of his indomitable courage, as, on his return to the metropolis, he told 
the recipient of this letter that “New York is my oyster, and I’m a-goin’ to crack it 
wide open, yet.” The unfinished story he refers to was never completed, but was 
posthumously published in its unfinished condition.

Incidentally this is the initial story in, and gives the title to one of “O. Henry’s” 
books, “Strictly Business and other stories.” WHis reference, in the first sentence in the 
letter, to re-writing the story is explained by the fact that it had been submitted 
under a different title to another magazine and had been rejected. In its present 
form it was accepted by the editor, William Griffith, to whom this letter was written, 
and was promptly published in his magazine. The letter is included among the few 
letters published in this first edition of “Rolling Stones” and appears on page 281.

This letter, written by “O. Henry” to his friend William Griffith, managing editor 
of Hampton's Magazine, in 1908, is notable as disclosing his method of writing 
(always leaving a title, for instance, until a story was finished), and as referring to 
what is coming to be regarded as his greatest short story and as one of the greatest 
in the language. In a symposium conducted by the “New York Times” in 1914, in 
which some twenty of the foremost American fiction writers named what they con- 
sidered the greatest short stories, the one referred to in this letter,—“A Municipal 
Report,” received the highest number of votes, including that of Richard Harding 
Davis. 

It will be observed that the author deliberately locates the scene of the story at 
Nashville, Tennessee, because Frank Norris, the novelist, had once said sarcastically, 
“Think of anything happening in Nashville, Tennessee!” 

In a letter written to “The Bookman” by Mrs. William Sydney Porter (his widow) 
in t914, she places this story at the head of a list of what she regarded as his ten best 
stories, and the editor of “The Bookman” makes the interesting comment: “Naturally 
the greatest interest will attach to the opinion of The One Who Knew Him Best, and we are 
quoting in part from a very beautiful letter we have received from Mrs. Porter. To her 
the stories are Mr. Porter. She finds it hard to name them in a list in order. But im- 
mediately one story comes to her mind. That is ‘A Municipal Report.’ ‘After all,’ 
she writes, ‘I am not sure that it 1s the story—good as it is—for O. Henry's own face lifts 
from a Nashville (newspaper) “roast” that was given that story and I hear his puzzled, 
“Why did it offend? Do you see anything in it that should offend?”’”

“My Dear Colonel: 


“The story—(you will please understand that this scenario does not give the effect) 
ends as follows. 

“The old negro carriage driver is a relic of the old South. He is a night-hawk & a 
rufian (probably) but his piratical depredations upon travelers & transients are for the 
sole purpose of supporting an elderly lady (the poetess) who is the last of the family to 
which he once belonged. All his small earnings are contributed to that end. 

“Major Caswell, a type of the degraded Southerner is living off the slender income of 
his relative (Azalea Adair) He is the rat & utterly despicable. 

“Azalea Adair is a type of the tenderly nurtured lady of the old régime, but who is 
drained of her resources (furnished principally by the old negro) by her impossible 
relative. : 

“Tn the end there is a dramatic & mysterious murder, the victim being Major Caswell. 
The ‘snapper’ comes in the last paragraph, revealing the slayer by a bare intimation. 
The whole scheme is to show that an absolutely prosaic and conventional town (such as 
Nashville) can equal San Francisco, Bagdad or Paris when it comes to a human story.

AUTOGRAPH LETTERS OF THACKERAY 


The Collection of Autograph Letters by William Makepeace Thackeray compris- 
ing Items Numbers 747 to 790, inclusive, hereinafter catalogued, comprises the 
letters written by Thackeray to various members of the Baxter Family, while on 
his first (1852) and his second (1856) tours in America. With the exception of seven 
letters of a very personal nature referring to the Baxter family this collection com- 
prises ALL OF THE CELEBRATED BAXTER COLLECTION, AND IS THE Most Im- 
PORTANT COLLECTION RELATING TO THESE Two Tours WRITTEN BY THIS CELE- 
BRATED ENGLISH NOVELIST THAT HAS AND WITHOUT DOUBT EVER WILL BE 
OFFERED AT PUBLIC SALE, EITHER IN AMERICA OR ENGLAND. 


These letters were written by Thackeray to various members of the family of the 
late Mr. George Baxter, of New York, from December, 1852, when Thackeray came 
to America for his first Lecture Tour, up to shortly before his death in 1862. The 
eldest daughter of the family, so frequently mentioned or addressed, was Miss 
Sarah (or Sally) Baxter, who married Mr. Frank Hampton, son of Wade Hampton, 
and brother of General Wade Hampton of Charleston, South Carolina. Mrs. 
Hampton contracted consumption and died shortly before Thackeray himself, in 
1862, and her husband, who had remained at her side until her death, immediately 
afterwards entered the Confederate Army as a Major, and was killed in action a few 
months later. It is quite evident that Thackeray had a great admiration for Mrs. 
Hampton, and Miss Lucy Baxter, in speaking of the same in her work on the Thack- 
eray Letters, says, “My sister was at that time going much into society—she was not 
yet twenty and had both wit and beauty. In his picture of Ethel Newcome, as she 
holds her little court about her at one of the great London balls, Thackeray reproduces 
some impressions made by the New York girl. Some of Ethel’s impatience for the 
disallusions of society, its spiteful comment and harsh criticism, might well be reflec- 
tions from discussions with my sister in the Brown House library, where Mr. Thack- 
eray passed many an hour talking of matters grave and gay.” Also, Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe, in her Reminiscences, speaking of Mrs. Hampton, writes,—“She told 
me that she recognised bits of her own conversation in some of the sayings of Ethel 
Newcome; and I have little doubt that in depicting the beautiful and noble though 
wayward girl Thackeray had in mind something of the aspect and character of the 
lovely Sally Baxter.” Thackeray himself, in a letter to a friend, described her as 
“eighteen and brilliantly beautiful.” 

Of the others mentioned, Miss Lucy, the younger daughter, the present owner of 
the collection, is well-known through her publication of the Letters, Miss Libby 
Strong, a niece, later Mrs. Frank J. Curtis, her father, Mr. Oliver Strong (called 
“Uncle Oliver”), Mrs. Snelling, a sister of Mrs. Baxter's, and the others, mostly 
persons who need no introduction to American readers. 

The letters here offered have been published in THACKERAY’S Letters to an American 
Family, with an Introduction by Lucy W. BAXTER, and Original Drawings by 
Thackeray, New York, The Century Company, 1904. At the end of each entry will 
be found the page reference and number of the letter as found in Miss Baxter’s 
work. 

In the published form many of the names of persons mentioned have only been 
indicated by initials, thus often times detracting from the interest of the letters. 
They are here in most instances named in full.

The letter opens with thanks for a letter received, then follows his plan . . as 
good for Mrs. & Miss for Mr. & Miss or Mr. Mrs. & Miss Baxter, for a week’s stay 
with him in Baltimore and Washington, continuing, he details his future movements, 
as follows,— 

“T shant go farther than Charleston: but [crossed out] and am making some arrange- 
ments for Rochester & Bufflalo at the end of A pril before wh I shall go probably to Mon- 
treal. This might bring me a day or two in New York mightn’t it? And why [crossed 
out] then there is Niagara we might see. And then and then, who knows what lies in 
fulure years, and whither the winds will blow us? That sounds like potry [sic] doesnt it? 

“T hear the most cheering accounts (but this is a secret I believe) of the International 
Copyright bill, wh upon my conscience will make me 5000 dollars a year the richer. 

“Vesterday a grand dinner at Mr. Cramptons I sate next a young beauty, who told me 
she admired my beautiful hands—all Englishmen kept their nails well, (upon my word) 
and my way of ‘conveying my food to my mouth:’ all Englishmen &c. Mme. Bodiska 
(an American married to the Russian Minister), told me her husband did not belong to 
the Greek Church. Is he a Lithuanian? says I (where there are many Catholics). ‘He 
leaves me to do the religion’ says Her Excellency, thinking Lithuanianism was a form of 
belief. ! 

“Owing to the illness of Miss Lucy Baxter, his friends could not avail themselves 
of his invitation; and the International Copyright, of which he had such high hopes 
at the moment, did not come into effect until many years later, so that he did not 
get his additional $5000 a year from this source. 

Mr. Crampton, afterwards Sir John Crampton, was British Minister to the United 
States at that time; he was later recalled owing to his attempts to enlist American 
recruits for the Crimean War. Madame Bodiska was the wife of Alexander Bodiski 
(or Bodisco), Russian Minister to the Un'ted States from 1837 until his death in 1854.

The Presidents were both 
very pleasant; and none of the pictures I have seen do any justice to General Pierce, 
who is a man of remarkably good presence and fine manners, as natural as any of those 
Englishmen our friend admired. We talked together very affably for % an hour; I 
daresay he was relieved by talking with a man who wanted nothing from him—and in 
the evening I dined with President Fillmore who gratified me by saying that Pierce had 
proposed to him that they should go together to my last lecture here on Saturday night. 
I think the proposal was uncommonly friendly and thoughtful, and the news if puffed 
properly in the papers may do the lecturer good. But he is growing so mortally sick 
of the business that you may hear of his striking work any day. I have been paid for 
these lectures four times as much money as they honestly ‘deserve, and—&c &c, I will 
nol entertain you with the old grumbles.

overcome with a fit of homesickness and utterly weary of the lectures, which had 
been distasteful to him from the beginning, he suddenly decided to return to England, 
and within a few hours of his decision, obtained passage for himself and his secretary, 
Mr. Crowe, on the Europa, and sailed from New York on April 20th. Thackeray dis- 
liked formal leave-takings, and though James Grant Wilson, in his Thackeray in 
the United States says that his (Thackeray’s) departure was “so sudden that he had 
no time to say farewell to any except the friendly family of Baxters,” it is evident 
from the letter here listed, that he even avoided a final farewell to them, this part- 
ing note ending with the words,—

A LONG AND IMPORTANT LETTER SHOWING How SINCERE WAS THACKERAY’S 
REGARD FOR HIs AMERICAN FRIENDS, AND FOR ALL THINGS AMERICAN. The letter 
reads in part,— 

“The letters from the dear old brown house have just come in and find me still in 
London laid up for a day or two with a face blistered & hideous with creosote from that 
unlucky tooth. I wanted to go to a public dinner tomorrow and speak something about 
America out of a full grateful heart; but this accident makes me too hideous for appearance 
in public and may delay my visit to Paris for a day or two. 

“T am thankful to find how glad my friends are to see me—their welcome is as cordial 
as welcome can be. If God Almighty denies me that greatest blessing of abl a wife to love 
me—aren’t there many compensations? . . . I hope please God that the love and 


friendship I have had in your family may even go so far as lo do some public benefit. 





The remembrance of you all sanctifies your country in my eyes—when people speak here 
sneeringly as Londoners will talk I break out indignantly and tell them how much good 
and worth and love and good-breeding there is in the country of wh they talk so flippantly. 
And I pray Heaven it may be my chance as it will be my endeavour to be a Peacemaker 
between us and you and lo speak goodwill towards you. 

At the end of the letter Thackeray refers to the verses, ‘Lucy’ s Birthday, which he 
wrote for Miss Lucy Baxter’s seventeenth birthday, shortly before he left New York, 
and which he had revised for publication, shortening the lines and changing the 
wording to some extent,—TI have cut down the 17 rosebuds into a shorter measure as 
thus 


Seventeen rosebuds in a ring Be it the birthday wreath she wears 
Thick with sister flowers beset Fresh & bright & symbolling 

In a fragrant coronet The young number of her years

Here follow some speculations as to the advisability of keeping the governess who 
is,—much too young and prelly to come to a single man’s house. . . continuing 
regarding his mother’s home and manner of life, and thus describing Major Car- 
michael Smythe, whom he usually termed “Colonel Newcome,”—“He is 72 and the

INTERESTING PERSONAL LETTER, part of which Thackeray wrote in “Sterne’s 
Room,” at Dessein’s hotel in Calais. Some portions of the first part of the letter 
containing intimate personal references, were not published in Miss Baxter’s work. 
The letter begins,— 

“I don’t know whether the morning papers will announce that ‘Mr. Thackeray has 
left town for the season,’ but if I had staid a week longer I think I should have been buried 
there, or had another fever; the dinners are so severe and my powers of self-restraint so 
miserably incompetent before the daily temptation.” 

The following portion has never been published,— 

“I had a sort of pleasure in refusing the 3 last and best dinners of all, at Lord John 
Russell's (who ts very pleasant at his house in the country) at Little Holland House, 
where some of the pleasantest and handsomest women in London were sure to be; at 
Lord Lansdowne’s at Richmond who has a delightful villa there and takes care to assemble 
good company. Doesn't this read like a passage out of Moore’s Diary? You will please 
burn it, at least take care that future ages shan’t have the letter, else posterity will pronounce 
me a Sneak, wh I don't think Iam. I am tired of the great world pretty well, and am as 
glad to get quit of it after 3 weeks idleness and lounging and gormandizing as if I had been 
born a Marquis. 

We believe however, that the publication and preservation of the above paragraph 
will do Mr. Thackeray’s memory and reputation no harm at this late date, and hope 
that he may forgive the hands that have brought forth and preserved the letter, not 
to his hurt, but to the furtherance of delightful memories of his great heart and mind. 
Continuing, he speaks of his girls, and the life coming to them, describes a concert 
at the home of a cousiness, tells of his trials in choosing a suitable governess, ofa 
contract with Bradbury and Evans for a new serial, then, regarding the writing of 
the letter, he says,— 

“Where do you think Miss Sarah? at Dessein’s Hotel in Sterne’s Room! I came to 
bed instead of travelling on to Paris through the night. . . Slerne’s picture is looking 
down on me from the chimney piece at wh he warmed his shanks ninety years ago. He 
seems to say ‘You are right. I was a humbug: and you, my lad, are you not as great’?

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Come, come, Mr. Sterne none of these tu quoques. Some of the London papers are 
abusing me as hard as ever I assaulted you. . . Itis pleasant to be again in quiet with 
the dear old and young folks.” 

In Miss Baxter’s work, this is the end of this letter, the balance having been 
separated by accident, and listed as a separate writing, the letter reads continuously 
however, proceeding as follows,—‘“our next move is a mystery though—whether it shall 
be Switzerland or Devonshire or where. Then it is probable I shall pass October & 
November in Paris, and the winter—why, suppose'we say Rome for the winter? a ee 

The letter ends with a brief note dated Thursday June 30, saying,—“On Wednesday 
we go for the Rhine & Switzerland. 

It seems that Thackeray was mistaken to a certain extent in regard to “Sterne’s 
Room,” as W. R. Cross in his Life and Times of Laurence Sterne, pp.361-362, says 
that the old hotel where Sterne stopped for a day in 1767, was burned down in 1770, 
after which Dessein rebuilt, and fitted up a room “in honor of his famous guest, 
hanging over the mantel a mezzotint of Reynolds’s Monsieur Sterne d’Yorick, and 
painting on the outside of the door in large characters Slerne’s Chamber. There 
numberless Englishmen down to Thackeray slept, in the fancy that they were lying 
in the very place where Sterne once stretched his lean shanks.” This last sentence 
evidently refers to the above letter, as it uses Thackeray’s own words almost con- 
cerning the room.

J have just sent the girls home in a Hansom Cab 
to their huge delight, and stop on the way to scribble this twopenny gossip to New York.

“T fear that confounded line about ‘Mr. Washington’ has done me a world of mischief 
in the States, for though English and French laugh when they read it, there’s no use 
explaining & apologising to an angry half-educated man—and, ah me! the other rooo0o 
dollars I counted upon are I fear knocked into nothing by that unlucky blunder.” 

Here follow some personal matters, how they are situated in Rome, of the journey, 
and of his recent illness, commenting on his doctor, and adding beside the drawing 
mentioned,— 

“This is most awful. The girls are silting before me, and I was trying to draw them 
but the pen and the perspective & the clumsiness & position of the artist [he was writing 
lying down] don’t admit of doing it. 

After some further personal remarks, Thackeray returns to the Washington 
matter, 


“Can't we find any plan of healing that absurd ‘Mr. Washington’ feud? I feel myself 
shocked and pained by it and as if some dear friend had turned round to abuse me; I 
who for once in my life kept my own council; who have got to consider yours as my 
country almost; who have praised the States so outrageously since I came home, & made 
myself such a violent partisan. How dare people think I could be guilty of such stupid 
abuse as that they attribute to me? I who love and honor W ashington as I love & honour 
no other man? ‘It serves you right’, a man said to me in London, ‘You see what Pet you 
have got by praising the States’. O’ it puts me in a rage! 

The sentence referred to, which occurs in the first number of The Newcomes, 
reads as follows,—“When Mr. Washington was heading the American rebels with a 
courage, it must be confessed, worthy of a better cause.” Some Americans took 
exception to his calling Washington, “Mr. Washington,” to the word “rebels,” and 
to the last phrase, “worthy of a better cause.” In a letter to the London “Times” 
Thackeray explained to the best of his ability, his reasons for wording the sentence 
as he had, and tried in every way possible to make amends for the “unlucky slip,” 
as he terms it in this letter to his American friends.

“As for me I have been ill ever since I have been in Italy—twice at Rome: as often 
since we have been here: and travelling without a female servant for my girls I have had 
them both ill with the scarlatina—Anny first, then Minny a week after: then I took ill 
on my own account: and we were all three, 10 days since, stretched on our backs looking 
out at the Mediterranean yonder—so provokingly bright and blue. As soon as ever I'm 
well, I fall to work again: to keep up my 4 numbers ahead. . . I was right, wasn’t 
I, to shut up my portfolio two days ago, and take my hat and go out. The blue devils 
were growing too blue—bluer than the sea out of window and that’s glorious to look upon, 
Do you know what this is? [Hand pointer] This is the island of Capri [drawing of the 
island] right opposite my window . . . and there are 1, 2, 3 little ships dotting the 
sea line, and the blue ocean seems swelling over, gently dancing landward as if it would 
hop into my windows. Night & morning come musicians with song & roundelay. O 
my stars how sick I am of their noise! They have bawled it under my windows and 
Spoiled my work: they have bawled it and spoiled my girls’ sleep. There comes one 
of them now, the villain! (I am trying to restore my good humour by drawing those little 
waves between the lines). If it had not been for a nonsensical Xmas book I have been 
writing I don’t know what I should have done in these last dreary weeks. . 

“Tt has been an awful season for illness here—Here I am, growing lively again! The 
paper will not hold much more grumbling and moping, but there’s space enough left to 
tell you my dear friend how affectionately I remember you all, and how sincerely I 
am yours W M T. What a comfort to think the next letter will be straight to Kensington 
about 1 May!” 

Small wonder that Thackeray was discouraged, with all the sickness and the pres- 
sure of keeping up his “numbers” on The Newcomes.

He 
speaks of this in one of his later letters, when he mentions that the lectures were 
much more popular in England than in “the States.” We had hoped that on his 
second visit to America, Mr. Thackeray would bring his daughters to be our guests, 
but it was decided that they must remain with their grandmother, Mrs. Carmichael 
Smythe. At his request, we met Mr. Thackeray in Boston on his second arrival, 
and remained with him a few days before he went to fulfil an engagement in Buffalo. 
My sister [Miss Sarah Baxter] was to be married in a short time, and we had an 
autumn full of busy days for my mother, complicated by much illness in the Brown 
House. After Buffalo came his second course of lectures in New York, and later he 
returned to Boston.

This note was apparently written in New York, just before the beginning of 
Thackeray’s lectures there, and reads,— 

“How are you all? I have been at work all the day till this minute, and should so like 
lo come to dinner. But hadn't I better after dinner here now—come up stairs and re- 
read George I? Yes indeed—& so God bless you all is all I send by way of good morrow.” 

The above note and the following four letters, are the only ones which have been 
preserved of those written to the Brown House during Thackeray’s second visit 
to the United States.

Thackeray declines to come to the wedding, on account of poor health and the 
necessity of conserving his strength for his engagements in Boston. He says, in 
part,— 

“Ought a man with a chill & fever on him to break a contract, travel 9 hours & 9 hours 
next day to see a pretty lass made happy? You would be more angry if I were ill than I 
should be myself: and I think the chances were against my well-ness if I had done 
those 2 journtes. After four hours I am feverish anxious and obliged to lie down. No. 
My duty was to stay away. . 

At the foot of the letter is the following note,— 

“My dear Sarah. I must not come: but say with all my heart God bless you and 
your husband. I hope he will be my friend & that I always may be affectionately yours 
W M Thackeray.”

Thackeray’s attacks of illness were becoming more and more frequent, a number 
of such attacks during the previous year, having so delayed his work on The New- 
comes that this had caused the postponement of his contemplated trip to America 
for a year, also. In the following letter he speaks of his present illness and its results 
on his lectures, and of his not coming to New York, saying in regard to the latter,— 

and then how annoyed Baxter would have been that I should have lost 4 
days and the proceeds thereof for the sake of a ceremony wh I would as soon see as see 
one of my children have a tooth oul! . . Is that fatal day well over? Are the tears 
dried, and has the pretty bride left you? I dont know that I want to know about it. 
What a blow it must have been to you two!—to the father especially—I am certain I shall 








you fall in love?—did not you marry?—ts it not written that a woman shall leave all & 
follow &c? Yes—this is all very well, but we retain our opinions, at least I do. And 
so now it is gone and done, I dont intend quite to forgive Sarah. It is the highest com- 
pliment I can pay her. a 

Continuing, Mr. Thackeray mentions receipt of letters from home, also of some 
unpleasant anonymous letters, more about his illness, closing with,— 

“But write me about matters please. O my! what twinges I had yesterday as I was 
lecturing! No one would have thought from the sweet serenity of my countenance what 
hagonies were going on within! |The letter is unsigned.]

The letter begins with an account of Thackeray’s lectures in Baltimore, reading,— 

“We assemble very meagre audiences at Baltimore. The Opera Company has chosen 
my nights: and, small blame to them, the pretty girls of B prefer the greater attraction. 
I am pleased with the anger of my “Pell” here, Mr. Bradenbaugh, that our room should 
be % full, and our audience away to the other entertainment. They are 100 in their 
company; wanting bread many of them, & shall I be angry, because they take a little of 
the butter off my enormous loaf?” 

Could anything be more kind, more generous, than Thackeray’s pleasure that 
the opera singers should receive the greater benefits? And a little further on in the 
letter, speaking of a supper to which he had been the night before, where he says 
he only spoke to his hostess twice during the entire evening, he expresses the wish 
that he could do kind acts with a good grace! Continuing, he says,— 

“T have read Macaulay Vol III.—it did not amuse me so much as Prescott or near so

much as the first 2 volumes. He has been sick loo: his hand is more languid than in 
the first part of the work.” 

Then follows regret at the news of the death of the young son of Mrs. Snelling 
Mrs. Baxter’s sister, anxiety as to the health of those in the “Brown House,” also, 
and then, after speaking of Miss Sarah, now Mrs. Hampton, he continues,— 

I have been chewing the cud since I wrote this: and turned the pages, and 
laboriously put in stops, crossed the t’s, and dotted the i's.—I began to take a liking 
lo a very nice woman at Philadelphia, widow of poor Henry Reed lost in the Arcltic—sad 
plaintive gentle sensible sensitive—and there's another there, Mrs. Neilson, as bright as 
sunshine—with a brave old father (Lewis) immensely sympathetic tome. Here is Braden- 
baugh a clever man—rough diamond—Mr. Wallace a very elegant scholar and gentlle- 
man, Mr. J. P. Kennedy exceedingly pleasant natural and good-natural [sic] and he 
has introduced me to a Club—o Gods such a dreary club! such a desperate dinner! such 
a stupid man that would talk!—what rubbish this is to fill sheets with?—I send you all a 
hearty greeting. . . Have made no plans—Am I going South or no? . 

Thackeray had made the acquaintance of Professor Henry Reed, of Philadelphia, 
on his former visit, and at this time, renewed his friendship with his widow, and 
brother, William B. Reed, William D. Lewis, mentioned above, and many other 
friends at Philadelphia, and Baltimore. During his stay at Baltimore, he was the 
guest of Mr. John Pendleton Kennedy, author and former Secretary of the Navy. 
Kennedy was always a close friend of Thackeray’s, and while in London at a later 
date, when the Virginians was in course of publication, Thackeray spoke of his 
disinclination to write “copy” for the next number, and suggested jestingly that 
Kennedy should supply the chapter. “Well, so I will, if you will give me the run of 
the story,” Kennedy replied, and he actually did write the fourth chapter of the 
second volume of the Virginians, which accounts for the accuracy of the description 
of the scenery about Cumberland, with which Kennedy was very familiar, and 
which Thackeray had never seen.

After speaking of news f illness at the “Brown House,” Thackeray tells of seeing 
the * rare at Charleston, as follows,— 

How well your girls (our girls they almost seem to me) looked at Charleston! 
Sally in her blue dress and lace—the roooo$ worth wh I gave her and the r0000000 wh 
her father gave her—looked as handsome as a fairy Princess going to the ball. I liked 
her husband more thoroughly every day I saw him. I thought her Papa-in-law a fine 
courteous old gentleman—and his daughter-in-law happy, im proved, bearing her new 
name and station with a great deal of good sense and cheerful graciousness: and as for 
Lucy, I must tell you that there was a very strong Lucy party in Charleston, and that all 
of us young fellows agreed in admiring her looks (wh I fear is the first thing we young 
rogues think of,) and her sweet natural manners wh win every body. Frank Hampton 
and I got on by feeling and expressing a fellow loathing for a certain person whose name 
I daresay you can guess. And yel, vulgar as that individual is I rather like h bless 
me I was going to mention the Individual’s sex!—and am glad that Sarah should be 
kind to the party in question. . . The wearisome lecturing business goes on, the 
little heaps of dollars roll in gently, and every week makes the girls 500% richer. 
I see and observe no more and like the life no better than I did; but hold out my hat for 
the dollars perseveringly, and am determined to go on resolutely singing my dreary old 
song. Suppose I am stupid and bored, what then? A few months boredom may well be 
borne for the sake of 2 such good girls as mine. At every place I find kind and pleasant 
people and am a little melancholy when the time comes to leave them. So let us trudge 
on till the Summer comes, and the bag is pretty full. 

This is the last letter in this collection which Thackeray wrote in America, but he 
finished the lecture tour, visiting Augusta, Mobile, New Orleans, St. Louis and 
Cincinnati, not returning to New York until April, 1856.

With his usual impetuousness, Thackeray had taken passage and sailed for 
home without telling his friends, thus avoiding what were always to him, painful 
leave-takings, and this letter from his home, was written in answer to one from these 
friends, reproaching him for this sudden and unannounced departure. In reply, 
Thackeray says,— 

“Tt is a comfort to see your kind hand again, and I like you for not liking me to go 
away as I did in that sudden natur 4 it seems to me now. 
But to come away was best. I have done what I threatened, given up all business & 
pleasure, and am doctoring myself and bettering myself every week, I hope. It was quite 
time, & my Dr. here says that he trembled for me & the risk I ran in going to America. 
I have had plenty of chills and fever since I returned (don’t you see how my hand trembles 
in writing?) but have had no attack for 3 wee ks now, and believe they will diminish as I 
get cured of my other afflictions. ‘ 

Mentions the affect of his illness on his daughter Nanny, keeping her from her 
balls and other social engagements, that he has done no writing, and has not been 
able to entertain some American friends. Continuing, he refers to some recent 
diplomatic troubles, for which apology had been made, saying,— 

“So the quarrel between us has been stayed for the present, by the humble pie we have 
eaten. I would not have eaten it; for that kind of humility never will appease your 
Anti-English over the water or be understood by them. O me! its dreadful to read of these 
Unchristian squabbles. I fear I’m not near so good an American as I was after the 
first visit—no doubt all that abuse rankles in my heart, which is very generous I believe 
but dreadful unforgiving. Ashburton told a friend of mine that ‘I was as tender as a 
woman but as cruel as Robespierre. I wonder whether it’s true? I wonder why I 
praitle this rubbish to you? I hope you'll see my new friend W.D. Robinson sometimes— 
such a good jolly soul! Him and you (but very few) of those I knew I value true. You 
dont tell me what I should like to have heard about SSH. . . The last, the very last, 
of my loves, Jane Ingilby by name was married last week, she being 25, to a great lawyer 
of 6— with roooo£ a year—and now my emptied heart has only tts paternal chambers 
occu pied. ay

Continuing, he speaks of the lectures on the Georges, which he had been giving 
privately to friends in England, and how much more they were appreciated there 
than in America; speaks further of his daughters and of a rumored suitor, saying 
there was no truth in the rumor; and the following regarding his friends Amy and 
Eyre Crowe,— 

“Little Amy Crowe lives with us still and is so good and gentle that actually nobody 
in my family is jealous of her—poor Eyre gets no work, paints no better, half starves, 
has himself to thank for his poverty. . . Our little house is very pretty, I dont see a 
gayer one anywhere and if a man is to be ill why there cant be a pleasanter room than 
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this in wh I’m writing, quiet, bright, with a beautiful garden and green avenue before it, 
such as W. B. Aslor couldn't have in New York, with all his money. And these are 
my news, Madam.

Amy Crowe, of whom Thackeray speaks in this letter, was at the time acting 
as governess and companion to his daughters, by whom she was greatly beloved. 
Later, she married Thackeray’s cousin, Colonel Sir Edward Talbot Thackeray. Her 
brother, Eyre Crowe, acted as Thackeray’s secretary during his first visit to 
America, and in spite of Thackeray’s apparent disbelief in his talents as an artist, 
became later a well-known painter and was a member of the Royal Academy for 
many years.

INTERESTING LETTER, CONTAINING MANY INTIMATE DETAILS OF THACKERAY’S

IN THE PRINTED LETTERS. The letter reads in part,— 

“Tsn’'t it a horrible thing that Libbie’s tea pot is still in the cupboard yonder under 
Washington's bust? Is it a year since she was married? A set of weeks become a month 
and a set of months a year before I know where I am now, and every day of the year 
has its turmoil, trouble, illness, parties, letters, printer’s-devils, duns, botherations, and 
so we go on and on until the end of trouble and pleasure. Do you know here’s the roth 
of the month and only 3 pages of my number done? I have had 2 attacks within the last 
fortnight of my enemy: each attack throwing me back a week or so. . . Have I ever 
written to you before on this horribly ugly paper? I find it pleasanter far to the pen than 
your beautiful cream-laids and gilt edges. 

“23. And here the letter stopped 12 days ago; and, on Friday night after awful 
trouble, I only got my number done, just in time to send it by post to Liverpool & America. 
The book's clever but stupid that’s the fact. I hate story-making incidents, sur prises, love- 
making, &c¢ more and more every day. . . What have we been about these to days? 
tramping the round of parties, giving dinners, and eating brandy peaches from New 
York—quite plain dinners, not ostentatious, but o dear me how much pleasanter the 
men’s parties are that those with ladies, that’s the fact. Tomorrow Miss Anny gives her 
first drum, TI have set my face hitherto against these entertainments from the peculiar 
nature of our society—we know great people & small, polite & otherwise: the otherwise 
are not a bit comfortable in company of the others but get angry if they are not asked. I 
know this horrible teafight will bring down all sorts of odiumupon the givers: but they will 
have it, and though I am not quite such a soft Papa as G B of 2d Avenue, if my young 
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women sel their hearts on anything they are pretty sure to get it. I am afraid the 2 Lambert 
girls in the Virginians are very like them, but of course deny it if anybody accuses me. 

“We have been in the midst of immense political fluster. I have seen my name as a 
candidate for no less than 4 places in event of a dissolution of parliament, but dont 
want one now for a while. Let us have some more lectures and some more money first. 
My expenses (have I ever grunted to you about them?) are awful. I have a one horse 
chay and spend 2600£ a year at least. Two families each with a carriage could live for 
that money—but then they dont give away 500£ as Somebody somehow does. Also at the 
end of the month when the number is done, I go and buy pooty things—6 such byootiful 
spoons as I brought home yesterday! And what do you think? I have had a new coat the 
first in four years. I have a famous lillle horse to ride and get on him once a fortnight. 
I have good daughters, good wine in the cellar, easy work, plenty of money in my pocket, 
a fair reputation—I ought lo be happy oughtn't I? Ech bein! I dont think I am above 
4 days in the month. A man without a woman is a lonely wretch. . . Last year 
the lady with whom my wife lives, made a great outcry because her house was robbed 
of goods to the value of 25£ & her plate. I gave her 25£ and 6 table spoons 6 tea dilto 6 
forks—So it was I in fact who was robbed, but she goes on crying about it to the present 
day. . . Perhaps you will let SSH have this and my dooty to her. You see I dont 
like to stop but keep chattering on till I’m in the hall, down the steps and actually out of 
doors {running over to the bottom of the first page with his] Good bye. W M T.” 

Thackeray’s wife, after only a few years of married life, had become ill and gradu- 
ally lost her mind, and for many years before his first visit to America, she had had 
little knowledge of what was going on around her, although she was never violently 
insane. Thackeray rarely spoke of her, and the passage quoted above was not in- 
cluded in Miss Baxter’s publication.

A moody letter, full of discouragement and the “blue devils,” as Thackeray calls 
his melancholy fits. The letter begins with an account of further illness, as follows,—

But try we wool though I owe ever so many people letters before you Madam, and this ts 
safe to be dreadfully stupid. Dont you see that I cant even spell? I am constantly unwell 
now—a fit of spasms—then gel well in about 5 days; then 5 days grumbling and thinking 
of my work; then 14 days work and spasms da capo—and what a horribly stupid story 
Iam writing! Dont tell me. I know better than any of you. No incident, no character 
no go left in this dreary old expiring carcass—There Miss Sally—you howl on your sea- 
shore and I will roar from mine. Come let us placidly take leave of our friends (not telling 
them anylhing I mean) go each to the top of a rock, and jump over and end our trouble- 
oubleoubles in the midst of the sad sea waves’ bubbleubbleubbles—I am serious—you fancy 
I am joking. I tell you I am done, & I don’t care. My dear it is all liver. . 

“Is Libbie’s teapot ever going? Ves Andrew Arcedubus Esq. (the original of Mr. Toker 
dont say so though) will take it over ina foodays. . . When|Wyllys| comes to England 
he will talk to 2 orphans in a shabby genteel house about their maniac father. Nobody in 
the least is coming to marry them—and nobody I am sure is wanted by their selfish parent. 
Anny’s happiness makes almost me happy—unblasés me when I am under the influence 
—over it—when I am lying up stairs in bed you know dreadfully ill with those spasms, 
rae a secrelly quile contented and easy I say to myself, ‘Good God what a good girl that 
is! Amen. : 

“The public does not care about the story nor about the Virginians nor I about either. 
: . If I wanted to see the children I would say so: but I dont. I suppose for form’s 
sake I must send my love to them though. There. Bless you bless you my little dears. Take 
em away Nurse. Wow woowow Raw waw waw. Chickaly chickaly chickaly. Ooo pooly 
litile darlings—O you unfeeling Broo-oo-oot! Aunt Lucy walking out of the room quite 
haughty. Well—he is really unwell that is the fact Grandmamma says. I think I'm ever 
so little better now I am got to the end of this absurd paper. God bless you all. Papa and 
the boys and the gals and Uncle Oliver says Your affte W M T.”

In this letter Thackeray refers to the troubles between the North and South, which 

were becoming very serious, South Carolina having already started the movement for

to get the new story on ahead. I have been quill-driving all the morning, but I must say a 
word of God bless you to my dear friends at Brown House Street and wish you a Christmas 
as merry as may be. Aren’t you in a fright at the Separation? Is Sally going to be a 
Countrywoman of yours no longer, and will her children in arms fight Libby's? It’s a 
horrible thing to me to read of. . . Is it this horrid Separation that has prevented 
your all coming to Europe. Or are you waiting till next year when my fine new house will 
be butlt—at Palace Green, Kensington—op posite the old palace. If I live, please God, 
I shall write the history of Queen Anne there. My dear relations ave furious at my 
arrogance extravagance & presumption in building a handsome new house, and one of 
them who never made a joke in his life said yesterday to me, ‘You ought to call it Vanity 
ENO 

Speaks of their Christmas and the dinner, then of his own affairs, as follows,— 

“No one has come to marry either of my dear girls. I am surprised they dont. But I 
hardly know any men under fifty, and cant be on the look out for eligible bachelors as good 
dear London mammas can. I have not made their fortunes as yet, but am getting towards 
it and have saved a little since I wrote last: but I am free-handed, have to keep my wife, 
to help my parents, & to give to poor literary folks—in fine, my expenses are very large—I 
am supposed to make 10,000£ a year write 5 and it is about the mark. . . Hadnt I 
better go on with Philip? Here is the very last sentence I wrote. ‘When I was a girl I 
used always to be reading novels, she said, but la! they’ve mostly nonsense! There's Mr. 
Pendennis, I wonder how a married man can go on writing about love and all that stuff!’ 
And indeed it is rather absurd for elderly fingers to be still twanging Dan Cupid's toy 
bow & arrows. Yesterday is gone, yes—but very well remembered. And we think of it 
the more now we know that Tomorrow is not going to bring us much. 

“Goodbye my dear Yesterdays, and believe me affectionately yours.”

“Awful Reprisals. Thackeray invested the money wh he received for his lectures in 
America, in American railway stocks. If they cease to pay dividends, he threatens to 
come back to America, and give more lectures. 

“T think I kept back this notekin in order to sketch the new house at Kensington—but 
fond memory supplies the place of actual survey: and this is what you will see when you 
come to London—the reddest house in all the town [this last written underneath the 
sketch]. J have already had rooo£ offered me for my bargain: but I want if I can afford 
health & time to write the life of Queen Anne in that room with the arched window wh has 
a jolly look out on noble Kensington Garden Elms, and is no farther from the centre than 
what? than 25th Street let us say. 

“T think Trollope is much more popular with the Corn Hill Magazine readers than I 
am: and doubt whether I am not going down hill considerably in public favor. It doesnt 
concern me very much. Were I to let yonder red house we could live almost without 
writing but you know wife and parents are ex pensive. 

“Well. This is not much to tell is it? To write lwo penny news of domestic gossip to

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people enjoying a revolution. I have never got to believe in it as serious as yet: and my 
impression of the U. S. is so incurably friendly that I can’t fancy you quarrelling and 
hating each other. I can’t think the fight will be a serious fight. In what will it benefit the 
North to be recoupled to the South? In the old wars we used to talk of the ruin of England 
as ensuing on the Separation of the Colonies—and aren’t both better for the Separation? 

“Come let us shut up this little twaddling letterkin, and pay a shilling for it wh is 11M 
more than its worth, and send it with a handshake to dear friends from their faithful 
W M T.” 

Unfortunately, Thackeray did not live to write his History of Queen Anne, in the 
room he indicates in the delightful house here sketched.

This letter, regarding personal affairs of both families, reads in part,— 

“T am glad to have a word of news of all of you, and that you should have wished to hear 

I didn’t write, though I have thought of you many a time; and feared for you, lest 
the war should have brought it’s calamity down upon you. Before that grief wh I know 
must be in your house: what to say or to do? I know what your feelings are; loyal 
Northerners though you may be, with the daughter and grandchildren in the South. 
And then there's the bread winner—the warehouse—does the warehouse bring any rent 
now? I know & feel that trying times are come on you all. . . Now tell me my dear 
kind good Baxter and wife—there may be troubles at home—no dividends—the deuce 
to pay. I know a fellow who ts not rich, for he has spent all his money in building this 
fine house: all but a very littleh—but who knows? Draw on me for 500£ at 3 months 
after date: and I am your man. You wont be angry? You may be worth millions; 
and laugh at my impudence:—I dont know but I dont mean no harm. Only I remember 
and shall all my life the kindness and hospitality of the dear old brown house.

The above delightful original sketches by Thackeray, were drawn during his first 
visit to America, for Mr. Wyllys Baxter, then quite a young boy. Miss Lucy Baxter 
describes the incident in the following words,—“He [Thackeray] entered with great 
interest into all our plans and amusements, and on one occasion, when my eldest 
brother’s costume for a juvenile fancy ball was under discussion, he took pen and 
paper as he sat chatting among us, and drew little sketches of the proper dress fora 
page of various periods, being well versed in all the details belonging to each costume. 
He said that the quaint little figure with the big cuffs and broad brim to his hat was 
like little melancholy Henry Esmond when the kind Lady Castlewood first saw him 
and smiled so sweetly in his grave face.”

you not a man, and my Brother? refers to an article in the magazine, Uncle Tomitudes. 

Miss Baxter, in speaking of this magazine, says that it “was sent by my mother to 
Mr. Longfellow a short time before his death, and after the end came Miss Long- 
fellow returned it. She wrote that it had much amused and gratified her father, and 
that the book had been lying on his table up to the last moment. The letters by 
Longfellow and the final one returning the magazine, written by Miss Annie Long- 
fellow, catalogued under following number (790).
